EDITORIAL 


Flagstaff, Ariz., November 17.—Director 
Lowell, of the Lowell Observatory, reports 
the first apparent Antarctic snow fall of 
the season on Mars. Two patches ap- 
peared at latitude 62.72, longitude 100.19. 
The first patch was seen on November 12 
and was small, with a great increase on 
the 16th. The second patch was observed 
for the first time on the latter date. 


The above is an official report of the first 
appreciable fall of snow on the planet 
Mars this winter.

Baltimore, Nov. 10.—Dr. Robert W. 
Wood, professor of experimental physics at 
Johns Hopkins University, has made an- 
other remarkable discovery. He has photo- 
graphed light waves or colors ‘invisible to 
the human eye. 

Before the Photographic Club, Professor 
Wood exhibited these photographs for the 
first time, and explained the method of 
their making. They are landscape photo- 
‘graphs, in which the infra-red and ultra- 
violet rays never before photographed and 
never seen, produce startling and beautiful 
effects, some like snow scenes. 

The discovery is of value to astronomy 
as well as photography, for Dr. Wood has 
already taken pictures of the moon by his 
new method. 

Prof. Wood is the discoverer of a method 
of color photography, of the fish-eye lens, 
of a memory-reflecting telescope that 
promises to solve many difficulties in the 
astronomical line; of a screen which, placed 
before an ordinary incandescent light, 
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makes the light appear like that of ordinary 
day, and of a method of intensifying the 
colors of oil and water color paintings and 
giving them the same relative strength they 


have in nature.

Shall We Nationalize the Doctor? 


BY EUGENE CHRISTIAN. 


The American Association for the. Ad- 
vancement of Science has appointed a.com- 
mittee of one hundred prominent men to 
work for the establishment of a National 
Department of Health in the Federal Gov- 
ernment. On this committee are twenty- 
five doctors and seventy-five eminent men 
from other walks of life. It includes among 
its members many of the best-known lead- 
ers of thought and action in the country. 

This movement will probably be held up 
for awhile by the immobility of politics. 
Statesmen cannot be expected to concern 
themselves about the health of the people so 
long as the tariff on tooth picks and tripe 
needs their valuable consideration. The 
mere appointment, however, of such a com- 
mittee by the most learned body of men in 
America points to two very portentous 
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things: First, that the most thoughtful 
men in our country deem it necessary that a 
Federal Department of Health be estab- 
lished. Second, that such a movement is 
not to be controlled by the medical profes- 
sion. It is eminently proper that our great- 
est scientists should participate in this 
movement, for there is no question within 
the realm of government more important, 
and no question more definitely within the 
realm of science, than-that of the health of 
a nation. 


Governmental supervision of the public 
health would place at the service of the 
people a large and well-organized body of 
the world’s best scientists, whose sole pur- 
pose would be to make people more healthy. 
The public health is now under the control 
of private individuals whose prosperity de- 
pends upon exactly the opposite condition. 
_ A National Department of Health would 
stimulate national interest in the science of 
human nutrition; it would show that Amer- 
ican scientists were at least as much inter- 
ested in building people as they are in ' 
building aeroplanes; it would eliminate 
from the records of American history the 
indictment that a great department of gov- 
ernment is devoted to teaching farmers 
how to fertilize their fallow fields and 
breed pigs and poultry, while nearly one- 
third of all American babies are doomed to 
die before they reach the age of five. 


Make the physician a government official 
with no purpose to serve except the com- 
mon cause of the people, and he will ridi- 
cule the pill box in his public life as every 
intelligent doctor now does behind the 
scenes, among his intimate friends and pro- 
fessional colleagues. * * * 


Should we have a National Department 
of Health, the bureau of pure foods should 
be its chief subdivision. This bureau would 
not only forbid the manufacturer from put- 
ting sulphites in his deviled ham, but would 
teach the people by popular publication and 
by co-operation with the public school sys- 
tem, that deviled ham is at best a poor sub- 
stitute for natural food. A National De- 
partment of Health, working in conjunction 
with our public schools, would indeed go 
to the bottom. of the health question. 

There is no reward so great, no fame so 
towering, and no chord in human emotions 
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so responsive as gratitude for those who 
lead us to the priceless goal of health. Un- 
der a National Department of Health the 
doctor, as an educator, would have life’s 
greatest reward and highest inspiration to 
move him to duty. y 
When public attention is once turned to- 


ward the possibilities of a National Depart- © 


ment of Health, it will become the most 
popular political propaganda of its day. 
Such a movement would meet with no re- 
sistance except from those who thrive upon 
the impaired health of the nation. Such a 
department would promise that which every 
sincere citizen most desires. It would be- 
come the crowning glory of America’s pub- 


lic institutions.

"Their name is literally legion, for hardly 
a drug can be mentioned, hardly a sub- 
stance discovered, which is capable of 
cither being swallowed or inhaled, that has 
not been recommended as a cough remedy. 
Eight-tenths of all colds are mild infections, 
which run their course until the body has 
time to produce an antitoxin or antibody to 
stop their further progress. As this pro- 
cess in reasonably healthy individuals is 
usually carried out in from four to six 
days, anything which happens to be given in 
that time stands a fair chance of getting a 
reputation as a cure. 

“The only sure cure for ‘colds and 
coughs is to avoid the infections and the 
foul air of ill-ventilated rooms and build- 
ings in which they breed; to keep the body 
toned up to fighting pitch, by cold baths 
and an abundance of fresh air, especially 
in the bedroom; and if the infection does 
get a foothold to assist Nature in her fight 
against it by rest in the open air, and pro- 
moting elimination through the skin, bow- 
els and kidneys. 

“In fine, don’t tinker with symptoms; 
look for the cause, and remove it. Don’t 
try to lock the stable door after the horse 
is stolen, but train your horse to bite stran- 
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gers. Attack is the best defense. Keep 
your body at good fighting weight, and you 
can defy disease. Sunlight, food, fresh air 
and exercise are the only cure-alls known. 
Don’t worry about disease and what to 
take whén you're sick, but work for health.”

What Is Astrology? 
BY BENJAMIN WILLIAMS, 

Astrology is an exact demonstrated 
science based upon experiments covering 
many thousand years. The present state of 
incredulity concerning this scien¢e has aris- 
en largely from the fact that of the host of 
so-called astrologers flooding the country 
with cheap, unreliable horoscopes, few in- 
deed have any understanding of this majes- 
tic science that made ancient Chaldea and 
Egypt so justly famous. Nevertheless, 
there are a few earnest students at the pres- 
ent time, who having had exceptional op- 
portunity to learn what was really taught 
by the ancient sages, have been able to 
separate the truth from the mass of super- 
stition with which it is so inextricably in- 
terwoven. These men by years of deep 
research have brought this science to a 
state of perfection, so that it is accurate 
and reliable. 

Astrology is based on the Fact that years 
of experiments have shown that cer- 
tain definite positions of the heavenly bodies 
always coincide with the fortune and char- 
acteristics of one born at that moment. 
There is a theory explaining why it is so, 
though astrology is not dependent on any 
theory, but on Facts. 

It is supposed that the sun is a gigantic 
dynamo and that the planets are magnetic 
by solar induction, each polarizing and 
transmitting a certain grade of the one uni- 
versal life principle. These vibratory cur- 
rents pervade all space,‘and a given point 


on the earth’s surface has a magnetic qual- - 


ity corresponding to the planetary positions 
at that given moment and the angle from 
which these magnetic vibrations are re- 
ceived. A child born at any given time and 
place instantly polarizes the magnetic influ- 
ence at that time and becomes, as it were, 
keyed to that particular set of vibrations. 
By this his characteristics and general for- 
tune may be known. . 

As the planets move forward after his 
birth they form new aspects and he receives 
their influx from a different angle. When 


these new vibrations are received they set 
up new internal conditions. If they har- 


.monize with the key to which he is tuned 


he has success in that department of his 
life represented by the planet sending him 
the harmonious vibration. If they dischord 
he fails in business, is sick, or has some 
other misfortune, as is indicated by the 
planet from which he receives the influence. 
Knowing the planetary movements the wise 
astrologer can, within certain limits, pre- 
dict not only the chief events of.life, but 
the time they will occur. The calculation 
by which the time of an event is known is 
called an are of direction. _ ° 

As the earth is constantly turning on its 
axis the planetary vibrations are not re- 
ceived from the same angle even after one 
moment of time nor do any two points on 
the earth’s surface receive the vibrations 
from the same angle at the same time, so 
that it is impossible for two people to be 
exactly alike. We find, however, in the 
case of twins born within a few minutes of 
each other, that they resemble each other 
and that their lives run in parallel channels, 
while twins born at from half an hour to 
several hours apart, as they sometimes are, 
are dissimilar and have widely separate 
fortunes. It will be seen also that by direc- 
tion one may receive a malific influx from 
one planet and a benific one from another. 
or instance, a young man whose mother 
died, leaving him an immense fortune, had 
this dual aspect. 

I do not wish to convey the idea either 
that all the minute details of an individual’s 
daily life can be foretold by an astrologer 
or that all things are the direct result of 
planetary action, for it is not true. 

There are four things entering into every 
individual’s life that must be considered. 

First: Heredity. It is true that the 
horoscope shows the tendencies we natural- 
ly inherit and that it shows to a great ex- 
tent the influence of our mothers’ mind dur- 
ing pregnancy, yet it is also true that a 
woman with the knowledge can by her 
noble thoughts and high aspirations expand 
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the young soul in her womb so that to a 
limited extent it will live above its horo- 
scope. 


Second: Environment. It is a fact that 


our environment is also largely shown in 


our birth chart. Nevertheless, our environ- 
ment and education is a factor to be reck- 
oned with, especially if our education em- 
braces a’ knowledge of astrology. 

Third: Free Will. It is surprising to 
lcarn how little free will enters into our 
lives, for usually when we think we are 
exercising it most we are merely following 
the dictates of planetary influence. How 
can we exercise free will if we are ignorant 
of the fact tha: the vibrations of our inner 
being, in response to planetary configura- 
tion, are urging us to a given action be it 
for our weal or woe? There is, however, 
a power of choice and one having the 
knowledge can exercise his free will and 
take advantage of good planetary conditions 
. and in a great measure avoid the evil indi- 
cated. 

Fourth: Planetary Influence. I believe 
I am conservative in saying, after careful 
investigation, that nearly every important 
event in a ntive’s life is the result of plane- 
tary influence. Hereditary, environment 
and free will being secondary influences 
that only modify somewhat the stellar in- 
flux.

To the man of affairs astrological knowl- 
edge is invaluable. 
of astrological harmony whom and when to 
court and marry. He knows in what busi- 
ness he will succeed, in what fail. He 
knows whether he will be successful in 
speculation or not and by not investing 
when the planets warn and by investing 
when they are favorable, he to a large 
measure eliminates the element of uncer- 
tainty. He knows also when to start a 
business or make a change, when to buy 
and when to sell. If he sees before him an 


He knows by the law - 
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unfavorable business period he uses his 
power of choice and shapes his environment 
to counteract the planetary evil. While the 


‘evil aspéct lasts he neither buys nor sells, 


but is very quiet until a more favorable 
time. If he sees a good arc coming from 
the house of preferment he takes courage 


and asks his employer for an advance both / 


in position and in salary, and gets.it. If 
the arc is evil he is quiet and refrains from 
controversy with his employer and thus 
keeps from being discharged. If he sees 
the clouds of disease rising in the horizon 
of his life, he writes his will, arranges his 
business so that it will not™suffer in his 
absence, and takes the best care of himself 
possible. By his timely action and precau- 
tion he wards off a spell of sickness that 
might have meant death to him and 
emerges from a few weeks’ slight illness 
with*his business still running smoothly. 
Perhaps again he is threatened by accident. 
He is aware of the fact and does not for the 
time walk close to horses’s heels, he keeps 
his eyes open when crossing the crowded 
thoroughfare, takes no journeys nor unnec- 
essary risks and prevents a tragedy. 


Data Required It is necessary before 
giying astrological judgment to know the 
Sex, Time and Place of birth; nothing else. 
Both the town and state in which born 
should be given and it is important that not 
only the year, month, and day be given, but 
the exact minute of birth, also, as near as is 
known. 

Few people know the exact minute of 
birth, but many know about what hour they 
were born, and furnishing the astrologer 
this estimate time, he by certain rules can 
usually rectify it, especially if the personal 
appearance of native and the residence of 
his parents nine months prior to birth be 
furnished. 

There are some others who can not obtain 
the hour of their birth, but know the day. 
This lack of accuracy is a great source of 
trouble to the astrologer. Yet, while there 
is a greater chance of error in such cases, 
even these people find astrology a boon. In 
these cases it is necessary to furnish a com- 
plete description of the native and the time, 
to a month, of several important events in 
his life, also residence of parents nine 
months prior to birth, if known. 
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It has been suggested that we de- 
vote a page or so in Stellar Ray to 
answering questions concerning the 
following subjects: New Thought;

How much dependence can be placed on 
the good and bad days as found by an in- 
spection of the daily mutual aspects? 

The daily aspectarian is only one factor 
in the problem of success, and being local 
in point of time and world-wide in its ap- 
plication, it deals with the general influence 
and will apply to the majority, bringing 
only indifferent results to the minority. 
The reason of this is that at the time the 
planets are in good mutual aspect they may 
possibly throw evil aspects to the places of 
the planets in the radical birth chart, and 
these always take the precedence from the 
fact that the native vibrates to them 
throughout his whole life. 

In choosing a time to start an enterprise, 
make a change, buy, sell, or ask a favor, 
where possible a time should be chosen 
when the sun and moon beneficiently as- 
pect each other and throw good rays upon 
the radical place of the planet ruling the 
venture. This will give the project a map 
harmonious in itself and also harmonious 
to the native, which is important; for even 
two things harmonious in themselves may 
produce discord when brought together, as 
is easily demonstrated by two tunes played 
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at the same time. Of course it is under- 
stood that transits and daily aspects are of 
much less importance than the directions 
operating; nevertheless, even where the 
birth chart is ignored, the man who ob- 
serves the daily aspects will be well repaid, 
for in a majority of cases the days when 
good aspects form will be found to be fav- 
orable, as may be proven by anyone willing 


to keep a record.

The Chemistry of the Cosmos. 


January 20th to February’ 19th.

Those born between the dates January 
20th and February 19th are doubly blest, 
and babies to be born during that period 
for many years to come will be favored ot 
the gods. 

The Solar Siete has entered the “Sign 
of the Son of Man,” Aquarius? where it 
will remain for over 2,000 years. Accord- 
ing to planetary revolutions the Sun passes 
through Aquarius once every solar year; 
thus we have the double influence of 
Aquarius vibration from January 20th to 
February 19th. 

Air contains 78 per cent of nitrogen gas, 
believed by scientists to be mineral in ulti-

mate potency. Minerals are formed by the 
precipitation of nitrogen gas. Differentia- 
tion is attained by the proportion of oxygen 
and aqueous vapor (hydrogen) that unites 
with nitrogen. 

A combination of sodium and chlorine 
forms the mineral known as common salt. 
This mineral absorbs water. The circula- 
tion or distribution of water in the human 
organism is due to the chemical action of 
the molecùles of sodium chloride. 

Crude soda cannot be taken up by mu- 
cous membrane absorbents and carried into 
the circulation. The sodium molecules 
found in blood have been received from 
vegetable tissue which drew these *salts 
from the soil in high potency. The min- 
eral, or cell-salts, can also be prepared (and 
are prepared) in biochemic or homeopathic 
potency as fine as the trituration of Na- 
ture’s laboratory in the physiology of plant 
growth, and then thoroughly mixed with 
sugar of milk and pressed into tablets ready 
to be taken internally to supply deficiencies 
in the human organism. A lack of the 
proper amount of these basic mineral salts 
(twelye in number) are the cause of all so- 
called disease. 

Cornmon table salt does not enter the 
blood, being too coarse to enter the delicate 
tubes of mucous membrane absorbents, but 
this salt does distribute water along the 
intestinal tract. 

Aquarius is known in astrological symbol 
as “The Water Bearer.” Sodium chloride, 
known also as natrum muriaticum, is also 
a bearer of water, and chemicaly corres- 
ponds with the zodiacal angle of Aquarius. 

The term angle, or angel, of the Sun 
may also be used, for the position of the 
Sun at birth largely controls the vibration 
of blood. 

So, then, we have sodium chloride as the 
“birth salt” of Aquarius people. . 

The governing planets are Saturn and 
Uranus; the gems are sapphire, opal and 
turquoise; the astral colors are blue, pink 
and nile green. Aquarius is an air sign. 

In Bible alchemy, Aquarius represents 
Dan, the fifth son of Jacob, and means 
“judgment,” or “he that judges.” In the 
symbolism of the New Testament, Aquar- 
ius corresponds with the disciple James.

Pisces, the Fishes That Swim in the 
Pure Sea.

Most everybody knows that Pisces means 
fishes, but few there be that know the esor- 
tic meaning of fish. Fish in Greek is 
Icthus, which Greek scholars claim means 
“substance from the sea.” 

Jesus is derived from the Greek for fish. 
Mary, mar, means water, therefore we see 
how the Virgin Mary, pure sea, gives birth 
to Jesus, or fish. There are two things in 
the universe—Jesus and Virgin Mary— 
spirit and water. So much for the symbol 
or allegory. 

From earth viewpoint we say that Sun 
enters the Zodiacal sign Pisces February 
19th, and remains until March 21st. This 
position of the Sun at birth gives the native 
a kind, loving nature, industrious, methodi- 
cal, logical and mathematical; sympathetic 
and kind to people in distress. 

Pisces is represented by the feet and is a 
water sign. The governing planet of this 
sign is Jupiter. Some astrologers give the 
asteroids as affinities for the fishes. The 
gems are chrysolite and moonstone. The 
astral colors are white, pink, emerald-green 
and black. 

In the alchemy of the Bible we find that 
the sixth son of Jacob, Naphtali, which 
means “wrestlings of God,” symbols Pisces, 
for the Pisces natives worry and fret be- 
cause they cannot do more for their friends 
or those in trouble. 

The phosphate of iron is one of the cell- 
salts of human blood and tissue. This min- 
eral has an affinity for oxygen which is 
carried ‘into the circulation and diffused 
throughout the organism by the chemical 
force of this inorganic salt. The feet are 
the foundation of the body. Iron is the foun- 
dation of blood. Most diseases of Pisces 
people commence with symptoms indicating 
a deficiency of iron molecules in the blood; 
hence it is inferred that those born between 
the dates February 19 and March 21 use 
more iron than do those born in other signs. 

Iron is known as the magnetic mineral, 
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due to the fact that it attracts oxygen. 
Pisces people possess great magnetic force 
in their hands and make the best magnetic 
healers. 

Health depends upon a proper amount of 
iron phosphate molecules in the blood. 
When these oxygen carriers are deficient, 
the circulation is increased in order to con- 
duct a sufficient amount of oxygen to the 
extremities—all parts of the body—with the 
diminished quantity of iron on hand. This 
increased motion of blood causes friction, 
the result of which is heat. Just why this 
heat is called fever is a conundrum; maybe 
because fever is from Latin fevre, “to boil 
out.” But I fail to see any relevancy be- 
tween a lack of phosphate of iron and “boil- 
ing out.” 

The phosphate of iron (ferrum phos- 
phate), in order to be made available as a- 
remedy for the blood, must be triturated 
according to the biochemic method with 
milk sugar up to the third or sixth po- 
tency in order that the mucus membrane 
absorbents may take it up and carry it into 
the blood. Iron in the cruder state, like the 
tincture, does not enter the circulation but 
passes off with the faeces and is often an 
injury to the intestinal mucus membrane. 

Sickness or disease is generally caused 
by a lack of something instead of by some- 
thing, and the physical troubles of the Pis- 
ces native is generally caused by a defic- 
iency of the phosphate of iron molecules, 
the carriers of oxygen through the blood.

Some of the Powers of the Psyche

The material body, and all material 
things, are thoughts of God. Gravitation 
is the attractive force which binds these 
thoughts together. It is not operant upon 
the psyche, or spiritual body, but all the 
thoughts of each psyche are bound together 
by a like gravitative or attractive force. In 
the relations between the psyche and the 
thoughts of God (material objects), there- 
fore, gravitation may be struck out, as a 
factor peculiar to each mind but not 
operant upon other minds. 

Gravitation, however, is a distinct thing 
from mass, or resistance. All formative 
force (substance) offers resistance to all 
other formative force. Therefore material 
objects must offer resistance to the psyche, 
and the psyche must offer resistance to ma- 
terial objects and to other psyches. 
thoughts of the same mind can have weight 
as compared to.one another; but thoughts 
of different minds, also the minds them- 
selves, can have mass as compared to one 
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another, for its mass is the quantity of mat- 
ter in a body. The measure of the mass 
of a body (it is a significant fact) is the 
same as the measure of the weight, for 
“gravitation varies directly as the mass.” 
Freed From the Material Body. 
The psyche, freed from the material 
body, is able to move in all directions at will, 
not being under the influente of gravita- 
tion; but it would not be able to alter the 
position in space of any material object, 
or of the thoughts of any other psyche, be- 
cause only the will of the individual to 
whom the thoughts belong, can effect such 
alteration of position. Therefore the freed 
spirits cannot possibly effect any change in 
the material universe, which goes on under 
its consistent “natural laws,” or God’s will. 
Neither can psyches be injured, by one an- 
other or by material objects, for “ideas 
cannot suffer laceration.” If a knife, for 
instance, were thrust into a psyche, the par- 
ticles of the knife and of the psyche would 
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simply glide past one another, and no injury 
would be done to either object: the attrac- 
tive force which holds the particles of the 
psyche together will not allow of their 
being separated. 

But the psyche will still be able to see 
and hear what is going on in the material 
universe; all its sensory organs will be 
active. 

Energy, in the state of union of the 
psyche with the material body, passes freely 
from “mind” to “matter,” and from “mat- 
ter” to “mind.” The “mind” receives sen- 
sory impressions from the „material world, 
and in turn exercises volition upon the 
material world—psychical movements nec- 
essarily coinciding with movements of the 
corresponding parts of the material body, 
but energy of attention not being neces- 


sarily directed to the psychical sensory ` 


organs. (In clairvoyance, clairaudience, 
etc., such energy ts directed to the psychical 
sensory organs.) 
The Psyche Can Roam at Will. 

The psyche can- move from place to 
place throughout the whole extent of 
the material world, past, present and 
future (for different “times,” or ages 
of the “world,” are and must be merely 
different parts of space; the content of the 
Absolute Mind cannot change, Truth can- 
not cease to be, ideas cannot die). The 
psyche can roam at will throughout the 
_ entire “world of ideas,” enjoying and learn- 
ing it, tracing the relations between “cause” 
_ and “effect” forward or backward, as it 
chooses (as we do in our own minds now), 
and altogether admiring the order and beau- 
tiful arrangement of the content of God’s 
Mind. The lessons it learns in this way it 
can put into use in its own mind; thus 
gradually building up its own “world of 
ideas.” By the externalization of its 
thoughts, in the same manner that God 
externalizes His thoughts, it can also dis- 
close the content of its mind to other 
psyches. Mediums have such power of 
externalizing their thoughts, as I have ex- 
plained in another article’on that subject. 

“The Son can do nothing of himself, but 
what he seeth the Father do”—we can only 
learn to use our own powers, by seeing 
what God has done. The Infinite Spirit, or 
Absolute Force, flows through all, our 
minds, giving us consciousness, and power,

Waste of Children’s Lives. 


About 200,000 Die Annually from Prevent- 
able Death Causes. 

Washington, D. C., November 2, 1909.— 
American race waste—more serious than 
race suicide—is pointed out in Census 
Mortality Bulletin No. 104, in which it is 
estimated that annually in the United 
States from 100,000 to 200,000 babies un- 
der five years of age die from preventable 
causes. This great loss of life among the 
little ones at the period when they are most 
loving and most lovable could be prevented, 
is the opinion of Dr. Cressy L. Wilbur, 
Chief Statistician for Vital Statistics of 
the Census Bureau, who prepared the bul- 
letin, on the basis of present-day knowledge 
of sanitary measures. For the accomplish- 
ment of effective preventive work in this 
direction, Dr. Wilbur holds that the prompt 
registration of all births and the more 
careful and precise statement of causes of 
death by physicians are essential. 

In analyzing and comparing the totals 
obtained in the compilation of transcripts 
of death returns received for the year 1908 
by the Census Bureau from the entire 
death-registration area of the United 
States, as set forth in the bulletin, those 
for age periods show a somewhat increased 
per cent of deaths of infants under one 
year for 1908, although the ratios for each 
of the individual years from one to four 
are identical for 1907 and 1908. Of tie 
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total number of deaths, 691,574 returned 
for 1908 from the entire registration area, 
it is stated in the bulletin that nearly one- 
fifth were of infants under one year of age 
and over one-fourth of children less than 


five years of age. It is declared that the 
brute force of the figures representing the 
actual deaths is more impressive, however, 
than any ratios or than the rates of infant 
mortality, even if the latter could be com- 
puted in the absence of proper registration 
of births. Here are the figures: - 

More than one-eighth of a million babies 
under one year of age, and fully 200,000 
children under five years of age, died 
among about one-half of the total popula- 
tion of the United States in the year men- 
tioned. It is considered probable that fully 
200,000 more died in those cities and states 
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not included in the Census Bureau death- 
-registration area. In this connection Dr. 
Wilbur quotes Prof. Irving Fisher’s con- 
clusion that of all the diseases of infancy, 
having the median age one year, 47 per 
cent may be prevented; and that of the 
diseases of childhood having median age 
‘wo to eight years, 67 per cent may be pre- 
„ented. 

“It does not seem unreasonable,” Dr. 
Wilbur states, “when we consider the fact 
that there is apparently no reason why 
infants, if properly born, and this means 
simply the prevention of ante-natal disease, 
and the improvement of the health and 
conditions of life of their parents, should 
die at all in early infancy or childhood, 
except from the comparatively small pro- 
portion of accidents that are strictly un- 
avoidable.”

Here Are Some Fundamental Rules 
For Supernormal Development. 


The key to concentration is in learning 
how to take first position and listening. 
First position means, as it meant at school, 
to fold your hands, so to speak, and get 
ready to hear or see what is given you. In 
supernormal development, instead of fold- 
ing your hands, the correct way is to place 
them palms down on your knees, with the 
feet flat on the carpet, rug, or bare floor, 
the latter preferred, but the principle is the 
same.

Men should avoid 
tobacco. Fish can be used in place of meat 
until that can be dispensed with. 

Never place too much value on the popu- 
lar notion of getting equal value in spiritual 
things for money expended. That is a 
cause of more failures in supernormal de- 
velopment than any other thing, and for the 
reason that the thought of money and its 
values in the commercial sense keeps the 
mind material, and holds it to earth. Re- 
lease yourself from material attachments as 
soon as possible. We should seek first the 
Kingdom of God and His righteousness and 
then all other things will be added unto us. 
This is still good advice from a Christian 
or Biblical standpoint. Nothing is so de- 
grading to the spirit and the lowering of 


spiritual vibrations as the comparison of 
spiritual with material things. Avoid it. 
Conquer this false idea of life. Money 
cannot purchase spiritual realities or ex- 
periences. 


The quickest success along supernormal 
lines comes when the student lives the 
spiritual (not intellectual or egoistic) life, 
and allows the mind to be soaked with spir- 
itual realization. To dwell on spiritual 
subjects wherever we are, in electrical cars, 
or on the street, to avoid sensuous thoughts, 
vulgarity in all forms, idleness, futile waste 
of time on trivialities, or on theaters, is to 
begin rightly in securing a strong inner 
foundation on which the spirit guides cam 
build a sure and lasting development. Pray! 
Look up! Reduce your attachments and 
attractions to the least practical for a happy 
existence. 

Love to sit. Cultivate a sitting in the 
silence- each day, an hour for meditation 
and a half hour at least three times a week 
in total darkness, sitting facing the east. 

Read all the books you can secure on 
spiritual subjects and read the great poets. 

Learn to be patient, trustful, thoughtful, 
sympathetic and unselfish. Let others 
wrong you, do not wrong others. Avoid 
argumentation. Walk in the parks or 
woods where you can be much with nature 
and spirit. Your loved ones on the spirit 
side of life will very likely surprise you by 
meeting you on the way, as did Jesus, who 
met the two who were journeying toward 


Emmaus. Nature is full of spirit voices 
and visions. Go to her and she will teach 
you. 


Keep your love and your heart pure. By 
so doing you will avoid obsessions, and all 
manner of evil influences. 

Exercise by walking! Avoid crowds! 

Overcome evil by good.
